BRIEF HISTORY OF 
THE CEMETERY 

Sierra Madre is one of 
only 8 pioneer cemeteries lo¬ 
cated in the Los Angeles 
county, the others being San 
Fernando Pioneer Memorial 
Cemetery, Savannah Memo¬ 
rial Park in Rosemead, 

Fairmount Cemetery in 
Glendora, Spadra Cemetery 
in Pomona, El Campo Santo 
in the City of Industry, Olive 
Grove Cemetery in Santa Fe 
Springs and Woodlawn Cem¬ 
etery in Santa Monica. 

Founded in 1884 on the death 
of Civil War veteran and pio¬ 
neer John Richardson, the 


estate on the city’s list of Historical Landmarks was read as 
an official resolution, number 95-46. Present at the meeting 
were a few people who weren’t present at the previous meet¬ 
ing, and wanted to add their comments. 

Bruce Crow was a City Councilman at the time the issue 
originally arose, and he stated that in his recollection, place- | 
ment on the list was voluntary. Once on the list, a property ^ 
stayed on, and a transfer of ownership went hand in hand with | 
a covenant stating that the responsibilit :s inherent in being S 
on the list were passed on to the new owner. Those who didn’t | 
wish to appear on the list, weren’t included. Crow said that s 
the council at the time didn’t want “property rights taken from ‘ 
owners’’. 

Barbara Hester, of the Cultural Heritage Commission, may 
finally hav^ put this issue to rest definitively. She produced 
the minutes of the September 8, 1987 meeting which stated 
that placement on the list was not voluntary. Crow’s recollec¬ 
tion of the events of eight years prior was consistent with his 1 
logic at the^time, but his concerns, and the concerns of then 
Mayor Pro Tern Simpson, were overruled in a 3-2 vote.

Each year we (urban-industnal modem) wiiaiiie enuiusi- 
asts make an enormous contribution to the national economy:

Most importantly, 
adequate funding provides for the detection and prevention

a dedicated user fee for conservation-paid for by taxing thise

It's most important that all of the auto 
fluids be inspeded frequently. Oil should 
be of a suitable weight and the radiator 
needs to have an adequate mixture of 
clean anti-freeze/coolant and water, usu¬ 
ally a 50/50 mix. The radiator cap should 
be kept in good condition and all hoses 
and belts should be checked regularly. 
Also, make sure that air filters will require 
replacement more often, and the radia¬ 
tor and air conditioning condenser must 
be free from airflow obstructions such as 
bugs, dirt, leaves. 

Let’s continue this answer next week 
because there's more to be said of these 
possible problems.

Dear Dr. Tami, 

I have a ten year old cat that has started drink¬ 
ing a lot of water. Is it normal for older animals 
to drink more water? 

No, not necessarily. Increased water intake or 
polydypsia may occur from warm weather, exercise, 
eating salty or dry food, etc. Normal water intake for 
a dog or cat is approximately twenty-five to thirty 
milliliters per pound per day. If an animal is consis¬ 
tently drinking more than this then there may be a 
systemic problem going on. Diseases that can cause 
polydypsia include Diabetes mellitus. Diabetes 
insipidus, Cushing's disease, hyperthyroidism, renal 
disease, liver disease, hypercalcemia and pyometra. 
Certain drugs can also increase water consumption. 
Prednisone, a common anti-inflammatory drug, will 
cause animals to drink more water. It is important 
that if you think your pet is drinking a lot of water 
that you try to measure his water intake and consult 
your veterinarian. Many of these diseases can be de¬ 
tected with blood and urine tests. Some of these dis¬ 
eases are treatable and early detection is important.

Little Cindy was a “hair twister” when she went to bed 
at night. She would grab a lock of hair and twist it round 
and round her tiny finger until she fell asleep. 

Cancer and the subsequent chemotherapy robbed her 
of her hair. Her older sister said, “Don’t worry, Cindy, I’ll 
come and sleep next to you at night for a while. You can 
twist my hair to get to sleep.” 

As late as 1955 a diagnosis of leukemia was a sure death 
sentence for children. Today, the survival rate is 70%. Al¬ 
though this is good news, the remaining 30% is just too 
high. If your child falls into that 30%, the 70% figure has 
no meaning for you at all. 

We have an organization in Arcadia, the National Child¬ 
hood Cancer Foundation, that is part of a network striving 
for a 100% survival rate. 

Research is the key, but research is expensive, so much 
so that no institution should be duplicating another’s ef¬ 
forts. Children’s Cancer Group (CCG) is a network of2500 
pediatric cancer specialists working T 5 of the most pres¬ 
tigious pediatric medical centers in thi country. The work 
on the research projects and clinical tri:ds being conducted 
by the CCG is supported by the funding efforts of the Na¬ 
tional Childhood Cancer Foundation 'NCCF). 

In addition to their fundraising role, the Arcadia office 
of NCCF is the Statistical Center for CCG. Data on the 
treatment and progress of all patients in the 115 institutions 
are sent to the Arcadia Center for further analysis. The 
Center combines the dau from all member institutions, and 
thus can accelerate the pace at which answers from the 
results of experimental treatments can be obtained. Dupli¬ 
cation is eliminated, findings are shared, and the whole 
becomes far more than the sum of its parts. 

There is much to be done. Five-year survival rates vary 
considerably depending on the type; bone cancer, 59%; 
neuroblastoma, 57%; brain and central nervous system, 
60%; Wilms’ Tumor (kidney), 88%; Hodgkin’s Disease, 
90%; leukemia, 73%. One out of every 330 children in 
America will develop cancer before reaching age 20. 

Cancer kills more children from age one through ado¬ 
lescence than any other disease. The incidence of child¬ 
hood cancer is increasing. ' 

September is just around the comer. Picture your local 
elementary school with all the happy, healthy little chil¬ 
dren running around the playground. The law of averages 
tells us that two or three of those children will be diagnosed 
with cancer this year. 

We can’t cure them all. Some of them get cancers that 
are very, very stubborn; cancers that keep researchers 
awake nights. Cancers that keep computers humming, 
churning out pages of statistics because somewhere in 
those numbers, there are clues and ultimately, answers. 

Optimism runs high in CCG and NCCF. One of the re¬ 
searchers was recently asked, “Whqt are you going to cure 
after you cure cancer?” Without hesitation he replied, 
“Alzhcimers.” This researcher is already making future 
plans. He views childrens’ cancer as totally curable. 

Arcadia can be proud to have NCCF in our city. The 
people in the organization take every case very seriously. 
Last year at Christmastime, they sponsored a little girl re¬ 
ceiving cancer treatment at Children’s Hospital in L.A. Her 
family was having a tough time with the high cost of deal¬ 
ing with cancer. Besides the medical bills. Dad had to take 
time off work, baby-sitters were needed for the other chil¬ 
dren, and Mom had to stay near the hospital for weeks at 
a time. 

They went to visit her and took presents for the whole 
family and even gave her tickets for Disney land, where she 
visited in April. Then one day in Jqne, an E-mail message 
flashed simulUneously on the copiputer screens of the 
NCCF Arcadia offices:

conviction.” This is almost too silly to rebut. The logical exten¬ 
sion of this thinicing is that a person whose convicted of a crime 
shouldn't be employable upon his release into society, and that 
would have some truly ugly consequences.
